_- FORMING A COMPANY. 


Mr. Brooks, of Wall Street, New York, 
Tells How It Is Done. 

When Mr. Conder came to the city he had 
no doubt at all but he could easily form his 
company. He knew that his proposition 
was a square, business-like proposal. What 
he had to offer was a good investment. The 
returns from the investment would be as‘ 
certain as it was possible for any thing 
human to be, and the chances were that they 
would be prodigious. In this frameof mind, 
says a writer in the Detroit Free Press, Mr. 
Conder calied on Mr. Brown, the capitalist, 
with his ietters of introduction and pro- 
ceeded to lay the scheme before him.

Now what I 
have to propose is this: You send an ex- 
pert to thoroughly examine into the busi- 
ness as it now stands—into what we have 
done, and into the patent and into the old 
process of manufacture. All of our books 
and secrets will be entirely open to you. 
He will see the mill as itat present works. 
and he will see and understand the neces- 


man in whom you havethe utmost confi- 
dence; there is nothing secret about the 
business. If he does not report that the 
enterprise will pay two hundred per cent. 
upon the capital invested we will pay ali his 
expenses and leave you just where you are 
at present, and you need not entertain the 
proposal any further. If, however, he 
finds; as we expect he will find, that the 
business will pay a profit of over two hun- 
dred per cent., then we want $50,000 capital 
to go on with.’’ 

“T have no doubt,” said Mr. Brown, po- 
litely, “‘that the business is all that you 
picture it. But the trouble with me is that 
I am in more enterprises now than I can 
conveniently handle, and I am more anxious 
to get out of some of them than to get into 
any thing new.”

Even in these days two hundred per cent. is 
not a very common thing.”’

It is unneceseary to 
refer to his strongly drawn con- 
trasts between the times of Wash- 
ington and the times of Harrison 
further than to remark that he 
seems utterly unable or indisposed 
to appreciate the changed condi- 
tions and changed political neces- 
sities of the two periods. It is 
this want of cemprehension, says 
the independent Washington Post, 
which led Bishop Potter to inti- 
mate that President Harrison, by 
his complete absorption in the 
question of official, patronage, is 
negligent perforce @§ his public 
duties. Hence his picturesque ob- 
servation to the effect that Mr. 
Harrison appears to have little 
else to do but to wait upon the 
importunities of the office-seekers 
and kick persistent Congressmen 
out of the White House up to mid- 
night in order that he may have a 
chance to go to bed. Bisho) Pot- 
ter may have an approximate idea 
of the pressure for office te which 
all Presidents are more and more 
subjected as the country expands 
and the number of offices grows 
larger, but he apparently knows 
nothing of the pressure of other 
matters of Executive business to 
which, in the meantime, and nota- 
bly so in Mr. Harrison’s case, 
prompt and careful attention must 
be given. 

The President has been in office 
but two months, yet during that 
brief period he has found leisure, 
in spite of importunate office- 
seekers and persistent Congress- 
men, to Jook carefully and wisely 
after business of the utmost impor- 
tance to the honor and welfare of 
the country. He found himself 
confrented at the start with a ques- 
tion of exceeding delicacy and 
complexity, as affecting our inter- 
national relations with Germany 
and England. It was a question 
that had to be intelligently can 
vassed and clearly understood. In 
the appointment of commissioners 

“to represent the United States at 
the Berlin conference in the Sa- 
moan difficulty he acted with cau- 
‘tion and deliberation. The ap- 
pointments, especially of Mr. Kas- 
son and Mr. Phelps, were pecul- 
iarly acceptable to Germany, and 
will be found to have aided greatly 


in facilitating and expediting an 


amicable adjustment of pending 
differences. 

The opening of Oklahoma pre- 
sented another important question 
which had to be dealt with 
promptly and energetically. . Re- 
sults already prove the wisdom by 
which the Administration was 
guided in its action. The Presi- 
dent had also to rearrange the for- 
eign missions, which, with scarcely 
an exception, he has done to the 
entire satisfaction of the country,

Duty on Lead Ores. 
‘Wasarmerton, May 15.—A large del- 
egation of miners and smelters from 
the West appeared before Secretary 
Windom to-day for a hearing touching 
the ruling of the Treasury Department 
relative to the importation of lead ore 
from Mexico. According to: this rul- 
ing, lead ore is imported free of duty | 
as precious metal if the silver con- 
tained therein exceeds the «lead in 
value. This ruling, they contend, is 


injurious to the smelting interests of 
the Western Territories, and they de- 
sire that it be revoked and the ore be 
classified by the weight of the various 
metals composing it, instead of the 
value.. Representing this view of the 
case are Senator Wolcott, ex-Governor 
Grant and D. Sneedy of Colorado, Del- 
egate Carter, ex-Governor Hauser and 
Carter Harrison of Montana, Horn of 
Utah and DeLashmutt of Oregon. 

In support of the correctness of the 
ruling, a number of New York and 
Kansas City dealers appeared. They 
argued that an analysis of the lan- 
guage of the law of 1883, imposing a 
duty of 1% cents per pound ou lead 
ore, would: show that the ruling of the 
Department was correct. They called 
attention to the fact that in 1880 
Secretary Sherman had made a sim- 
ilar ruling, and that Assistant Secre- 
taries Fairchild and Maynafd also de- 
cided in a like manner. The Senate 
Committee on Judiciary have been 
called upon to pass its opinion as to 
the ruling, and unanimously decided 
it was correct and proper. In view of 
these facts they maintained that the 
Secretary of the Treasury should not 
now be called upon to reverse the rul- 
ing, but that Congress was the proper 
tribunal to which the smelters of the 
West should have recourse. The 
hearing will be continued to-morrow.
